Italy has furnished a military sur- 


prise by launching an attack. of ap- 
parently considerable force on her 
mountain front in midwinter. The 
blow conies' on the Asiago plateau 
where the Austro-Grerman invaders 
•were halted early in the winter in 
their effort to push .down to the 
Italian plains west of the Brenta 
river. 


Berlin, heralded the attack yester- 


day in reporting the breaking out of 
violent artillery duels in the Sette 
Communi region—the Asiago sector. 
This force was reported to have 
.reached a climax at dawn on Mon- 
day in the vicinity of Col del Rosso, 
'which height stands about midway 
between Asiago and the Brenta. 


The supplementary German official 
report of last night, which was not 
received until today, announces the 
opening of the assault in this region 
.describing .jt as a violent attack. 
There were" no accompaying details. 


In the lack of more definite news 


the probability suggests itself that 
the Italian effort is one somewhat 
similar to that of the French a few 
•weeks ago, east of the Brenta, which 
resulted in a penetration of the 
Austro-German line for a consider- 
able distance; and the subsequent 
•withdrawal of the enemy from a 
•rather extended area proving the en- 
tente position—notably, that the Ital- 
ians may be endeavoring to effect a 
rectification in their line with a view 
to make good more. difficulty any 
further attempt of the enemy to ad- 
vance.

selling wheat flour.

SECRETARY BAKER. 


Those who read the detailed report 


of Secretary of War Baker's appear- 
ance before the senate committee in 
Washington yesterday, as telegraphed 
over the Associated Press wires, have 
no hesitancy in saying that Mr. 
Baker gave a very good account of 
himSelf. 


Secretary Baker gave a compre- 


hensive statement in reply to Sena- 
tor Chamberlain's charge that the 
war department had "fallen down" 
and in a frank, conversational man- 
ner gave the senators a statement 
that told of the really great work 
that has been accomplished by the 
government. 


It has been only a short time since 


Secretary Daniels was criticised, but 
the achievements of the navy have 
silenced his critics just as the ac- 
complishment of the army will quiet 
the accusations against the war de- 
partment when the great work of or- 
ganization is completed. 
That there 


have been some mistakes Secretary 
Baker has not denied, but in creating 
and equipping an army of a million 
and a half men in a few months 
comparatively few errors have en- 
tered.

character 
and integrity, and an 


indefatigable worker. 
Under his 


guidance the war department has ac- 
complished a wonderful piece of 
work and unless- we miss our esti- 
mate, time will fully vindicate the 
wisdom of Mr. Baker's course. Pres- 
ident Wilson has inplicit faith in 
Secretary Baker and there is no real 
evidence that his confidence has 
been misplaced.

the Essex coast and one group the 
Kent coast practically simultaneous- 
ly at about 8 p. m. The two former 
detachments headed toward London 
on parallel courses across Essex.

"Of the machines which crossed 


the Kent coast two dropped bombs 
in the Isles of Thanet "and Sheppey. 
The remainder, crossing the Thames 
estauary, also approached east Lon- 
don through Essex. 


"Apparently about 15 machines 
took part in these attacks, of which 
four or five reached the capital and 
dropped bombs in various districts 
between 9 and 10 p. m. 


"Some time after the first attack 


had terminated other enemy air- 
planes crossed the Essex coast. Only 
one of these reached London, which 
it entered from the north, bombs be- 
ing dropped between 
12-15 
and 


12:30 a. m. A number of macines of 
the Royal flying Corps went up. Two 
of ou rscouts encountered an enemy 
airplane over Essex. 
After a brief 


fight at close range the raider took 
fire and fell in flames to the ground 
10,000 feet below. All three mem- 
bers of its crew were 
burned 
to 
death. 


"Several other engagements with 


enemy machines were reported by 
our pilots, one of whom pursued a 
raider across the coast and fought an 
indecisive engagement over the sea. 
All our pilots returned safely.

Columbus, Jan. 29.—The thought- 
less mother who exposes her baby to 
measles or whooping cough—"so it 
will get them and have them over 
early"—is undertaking 
a 
terrific 


gamble with death, declared the state 
department of health today. 
/ 


The department cited figures to 
show that each ,of these diseases 
alone has in the past six years killed 
more Ohio children than the much- 
dreaded scarlet fever, and that the 
•two together have caused more deaths 
than diphtheria. 


The deaths totals for the period 


1911-16. 
are: 
Whooping cough. 


3053; measles. 2630; diphtheria, 
4922; scarlet fever, 1876. 


Four-fifths of those who died of 


whooping cough -were babies a year 
old or younger 
Practically all were 


under five. 
Three-fourths of the 


measles' victims were under five. 
JUDGE TO PERSONS 


REPREO TO REGISTER 


All natives, citizens, denizens or 
subjects of the German empire or of 
ths imperial German government, 
being males of the age of 14 years 
a&d upward, who, are within the 
United States and not actually nat- 
uralized as American citizens, are 
required to register as alien enemies. 
Those required to register must 


offer four unmounted photographs, 
not larger than 3x8 Indies in size, on 
thin paper, with a Ucht background. 
Each photograph most be signed 
with the name of the applicant 
across the face so as not to obscure 
tbe feature^. Fingerprints also will 
be registered. 
The attorney-general bas fixed the 


time of registration as tbe 4th, 5th, 
6th. "th. &th and 9th days, inclusive, 
of February. 191$, from 6 a. m. to 
8 p. m. on each ot said days. 


German aliens residing in cities 


of SOOft population or over (census 
of 1910) will report for registration 
to tbe places designated by tbe chief 
of police of their cities.

THROUGHOUT FRANCE 


With 
the 
American Army 
in 


Prance, Jan. 29.—(Correspondence 
of the Associated 
Press )—Correct 


time soon will be transmitted to the 
entire American expeditionary force 
over its own system 
of telegraph 


lines. At present wireless stations 
each day at a certain hour pick from 
the air figures flashed from Paris $y 
which the clocks of the army are syn- 
chronized. This method does not in- 
sure absolute accuracy 


When the last links of the tele- 


graph system are connected, each day 
at 11 o'clock a simultaneous signal 
will be sent to every station so that 
through the existing zone and, later 
on, at the front as well, clocks and 
watches will show the 
same 
time. 


This 
synchronization 
is 
desirable 


under present conditions \and it is 
an absolute necessity with troops at 
the front when, for instance, orders 
may specify that some operation is 
to be carried out at one point at a 
certain time nud another operation 
at another point at another firne. The 
success of both operations may de- 
pend upon them being launched vir- 
tually on the second. 


Miles upon miles of telegraph 


lines strung on poles labeled "U. S. 
A." now stretch 
through France. 


They may be found running to base 
ports, zigzagging through the in- 
struction zone over 
hills, through 


a vallej. along a roadside. On some 
of the poles there are double cross- 
bernis supporting in many cases as 
many as ten wires. Theie is a com- 
plete system of operators and con- 
trol exchanges as well as a consider- 
able force of linemen and repairmen 
quite a number of whom worked'for 
telephone and telegiaph companies 
n the United States before the war. 
The "service" leaves little if anything 
o be desired. 


BALD HEADS MAKE 


SPLENDID TARGETS 


St. Louis, Jan. 29.—The obvious 


iarget that a bald head offers to Teu- 
ton sharpshooters was assigned by 
an army officer here as a vital rea- 
son why men minus hair on their 
leads should be exempted from mil- 
.tary service unless they can be nsed 
in some branch that does not call 
'or exposure to the enemy. 


Captain C. E. Jenkins, in charge 


of an ambulance company at Camp 
Tunston. gave this advice when 
speaking to members of local exemp- 
ion boards: 


"Bald-headed men. are not alto- 
gether welcome," Captain Jenkins 
said. 
"They present a shining tar- 


;et for the enemy, and besides, they 
cannot withstand cold. They would 
make admirable decoys, but thus far 
we have not felt the need of using 
hairless heads for that purpose."

captain was that men with Index 
ingers missing, or with as many -as 
wo toes missing, should not be ac- 
cepted. He explained that it has al- 
ready cost the government thousands 
of dollars to return men to their 
lomes who are thus physically unfit.
